(l)  According  to  the  American  memorandum  of  the  let, 
the  Americans  realize  that  ther^  is  unanimity  on  the  various  prin¬ 
ciples  ane  fundamentals  which  they  have  stuck  to.  However,  they 
are  dissatisfied  because  you  did  not  express  a  desire  to  eo  into 
a  detailed  discussion.  The  Americana  believe  in  the  four  principles 
as  the  basis  on  which  relations  between  th"  two  countries  must  be 
adjusted.  The  Americans  consider  that  it  is  ivccssary  to  achieve 
unaninit  on  the  various  questions  which  have  been  fundamentally 
explored  by  both  nations  i*  the  unofficial  talks  held  so  far  in 
order  to  settle  the  Pacific  question.  They  have  always  felt  that 
if  converse tions  between  the  loaders  of  the  two  co’intries  are  to 
be  realized  immediately,  it  must  be  definitely  understood  that 
those  principles  are  to  be  applied  to  the  concrete  problems  in  tho 
Pacific,  and  th'>y  desire  a  further  clarific'  tior.  of  our  views, 
a  -  For  Part  3  of  4,  see  S.  I.  S.  #232°3.

Judging  by  the  impression*!  got  from  the  abo^e  mentioned 
facte  and  my  contacts  with  them  so  far,  they  figure  on  first  bring¬ 
ing  about  unanimity  on  the  fundamental  questions  on  which  our  two 
countries  have  so  far  failed  to  sep  oyo  to  oye,  and  then  gradually 
to  tvj*n  to  the  other  matters.  They  evidently  feel  that  so  long  as 
there  in  disagreement  or  the  aforementioned  points  it  would  be  vain 
and  futile  to  discuss  the  various  other  problems,  therefore,  up  to 
now  the  United  States  ’’.aa  done  no  more  then  express  her  opinions 
on  the  other  matters  in  the  proposal  of  June  11.  (As  I  have  wired 
you,  some  changes  were  made  in  the  last  clause.) 

In  their  proposal  of  June  21,  they  made  it  evident 
that  they  were  going  to  stick  to  this  re  the  basis  for  negotiations. 

Th"  latest  reply  of  theirs  shows,  I  an  sure,  that  tho?a  are  entirol.y 
disregarding  our  own  proposal  of  the  25th.  This  shows  that  they 
are  .-oinr  to  stick  to  their  ideas  ar  they  stand:  however,  it  will  still 
be  necessary  fo^  uc  to  talk  through  certain  matters  concerning  , 
a.  Tva  matter  mentioned  in  the  er.r'ex  of  the  clause  concerning  the 
China  incident.  B.  Discontinuing  activities  designed  to  help  CHIA1TC. 

C.  The  stipulation  concerning  Nanking  Treaty  in  the  clause  con¬ 
cerning  tV  China  incident  (an  agreement  between  Japan  and  China);
